The School Committee of the Town of Burlington here- 
with respectfully submit theirs and the Superintendents 
report of the condition of the Schools for the year ending 
March 11, 1892. 

At the annual Town meeting held March 23, the Town 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of twelve hundred 
dollars, and the amount received from the County for dog 
licenses, (one hundred and two dollars) for the support and 
maintenance of the Schools, viz: Tuition, fuel and care of 
rooms for the ensuing year. 

The number of Schools kept. during the year was five. 
Four of these were kept thirty-six weeks each, and one was 
kept fourteen weeks, making an aggregate of one hundred 
and fifty-eight weeks, equal to thirty-nine months and. two 
weeks,

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of Burlington. 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to present the following 
as my first report, it being the second annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools under the district system of school 
supervision. 

As I have been in charge of the schools only a part of the 
school year covered by this report, I cannot draw a fair 
comparison between this and previous years’ work. But I 
feel justitied in saying that, during this short period, there 
has been a marked improvement both in the teachers and in 
the schools, and this is due to the teachers themselves, who 
have been zealous and untiring in their efforts to promote 
the highest interests of their schools. They are desirous of 
becoming acquainted with modern methods and thus keep 
themselves in line with the spirit of progress that marks the 
new education. But however earnestly teachers and school 
officials labor, the best results for the money expended can- 
not be realized under present conditions. If our small, un- 
graded schools could be brought together and properly 
graded, the plan would embrace both wisdom and economy. 
Economy, because three teachers could then do the work 
much better than it is now done by five, and those pupils 
who live at a distance could be transported for what it now 
costs to employ the two extra teachers; thus the expense of 
caring for, and keeping in repair, four schoolhouses would be 
saved, together with the maps, reference books, ete., now 
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necessary for these superfluous schools. Wisdom, because 
the pupils would then have the advantages of graded schools 
and hence better instruction and better appliances. 

But without entering further into details, it is obvious to 
any one who will glance at the tabular statement, following 
this report, that there is a waste of both money and energy 
in running five schools whose average attendance for the 
year is only seventeen pupils, one of which reaches, during 
one term, the low figure of a fraction over five; and that by 
bringing all our pupils together into one building this work 
“might be done much more efficiently and at less expense. 

I trust, therefore, that this change, which I neither urge 
nor argue but simply suggest, may receive the early and 
thoughtful attention of the town; and J trust the subject will 
receive due consideration both in its financial and educational 
bearings. I may say, however, that this is no theoretical 
scheme, but a practical plan that. has been successfully 
inaugurated in a large number of the smaller towns of the 
Commonwealth. 


TEACHERS. . 


Our schools are fortunate in that there have been but few 
changes in the teaching force during the year. 

Misses Cora M. and Lizzie L. McIntire have continued in 
successful work in the East and West Schools respectively 
during the year, as has also Mrs. Louise K. Eaton in the 
South School. Miss Julia E. Hall took the place of Miss 
Kate O’Brien in the North School at the beginning of the fall 
term and has done commendable work. Mr. E. J. Winslow, 
a student of the present Junior class in Bates College, has 
had charge of the Centre Schou] during the winter term. 

‘The fact that this school is opened only for the winter 
term and is made up of pupils from all the other schools, 
and those who have attended no school since the preceding 
winter, and that it is graded by age and not by scholarship, 
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mike it so thoroughly mixed and heterogeneous in regard to 
the studies pursued, that it is impossible for any teacher to 
do efficient work. Add to this the fact that this school has a 
different teacher every term and it becomes evident that 
there cannot be a reasonable return for the money expended. 
Under’ a proper system of grading, two-thirds of the present 
salary paid a regular teacher would, for the same time, be 
more than twice as effectual in producing profitable results. 

The present plan of conducting this school ought to form 
an important factor in considering the matter of consolida- 
ting the schools. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


For the teacher to succeed in securing the best results she 
must know definitely what is to be taught and understand 
clearly how to teach it. . I have, therefore, outlined a sys- 
tematic course of study for those towns in the district that 
have vraded schools. But this I could not do for this town 
as it is impossible to cutline a course of study on a_syste- 
mutic plan for mixed schools. However, as it is my purpose 
to improve the condition of the schools in the small towns 
as far as possible, as well as in the large, I shall carry out 
the general plan in the course of study here as far as is 
practicable. 


CONCLUSION. 


Econoniy and efficiency are the two leading elements thit 
enter into the consideration of any changes in the conduct of 
our schools. While I believe that the schools admit of im- 
provement under present conditions, if the changes suggested 
in this report can be effected, I am sure they can be made 
vastly more efficient and can be conducted for less money 
than is now expended. I therefore, hope this matter will 
receive the thoughtful consideration of the town’s people. 
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Before closing this report I wish to solicit the hearty co- 
operation of parents with the teachers and myself in making 
our schools what we would all like to have them, as good as 
the best. 3 

I desire to express my high appreciation of the hearty. good- 
will with which the teachers have received and adopted my 
suggestions, and of the zeal and earnestness shown in their 
work. To you, gentlemen of the committee, I tender my 
sincere thanks for your confidence and courtesy.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee of the Town of Burlington respect- 
fully submit the following report of the condition of the 
schools at the close of the year ending March 21, 1893, to- 
gether with that of the Superintendent. 

At the annual meeting held March 21, 1892, the Town - 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,250, and the 
umount received for dog licenses, for the support and main- 
tainance of the schools, viz.: Tuition, Fuel, Care of Rooms, 
and Superintendent’s salary. 

There were five schvols kept during the year; East, West, 
und North were in session 36 weeks each. The South, 
owing to sickness of teacher, was kept only 34 weeks. The 
Center School was in session for a term of 14 weeks. 

There were 7 female teachers and 1 male teacher em- 
ployed during the year. 

For Financial Statement see Town Auditor’s report. 

Your Committee have carefully examined the report of 
the Superintendent and would respectfully request that each 
voter give it a careful reading that he may be able to act in- 
tellizently on the suggestions made therein. While we can- 
not promise under the new system of consolidation that the 
schools could be conducted for less money than at present, 
still there are advantages which could probably be derived 
under the new system that would more than compensate for 
the extra cost. Without further comment we respectfully 
submit the question to the voters of the Town. 

We are satistied that the teachers in our schools for the 
past year have labored faithfully and untiringly in the per- 
formance of their duties; and that they are entitled to honor 
and credit by the parents and citizens of the Town. Al- 


44 


though mixed schools are more difficult to teach than graded 
schools, yet under the able supervision of Mr. McKenney it 
has been remarked to the Committee by parents whose chil- 
dren have attended graded schools elsewhere, that with the 
exception of music they had never made better progress than 
in the schools of Burlington. It is to the credit ot the Town 
that we are able to say all the teachers in our employ are 
residents of Burlington. How much better it is that the 
. money paid for tuition should go to our own deserving 
town’s people than elsewhere. 

A few words in conclusion regarding the importance of 
having a Superintendent of Schools, x matter that is not 
realized by a great many voters. It is an established fact, 
that, where skillful labor is employed it is economy to have 
one more skilful than the rest, that by his co-operation the 
results of the others may be brought as nearly as possible to 
the highest standard. This is particularly true in the em- 
ployment of school teachers. By the employment of one 
expert it is possible for the ordinary teachers under his di- 
rection to so conduct their schools that they may attain a 
high degree of excellence. The supervisor being an expe- 
rienceé teacher himself, and thorougbly conversant with all 
the modern methods of teaching, is able to direct the efforts 
of the teachers in the proper course to be pursued to bring 
about the best possible results. 

Thus it will be seen Burlington schools have for a very 
smnall sum of money the benefit of an experience and skill in 
tenching equal in every respect to that of the larger towns 
and cities, and which they could afford in no other way.

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Superintendent’s Report. 


Lo the School Committee of Burlington. 


GENTLEMEN :—The third annual report of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools is herewith presented. 

The school work has been conducted in much the same 
manner as last year, with changes in certain directions, pro- 
ducing some improvements, so that on the whole, I believe, 
better results have been secured. 

The question that arises ut the end of each year is, have 
the schools improved on the previous year’s works? Of 
course progress is being mude by individual pupils. That 
is, the same pupil knows more of arithmetic, geography, 
etc., at the end of the year than he did at the beginning. 

This, however, does not indicate improvement of the 
schools. But, when increased interest is secured, when bet- 
ter methods are employed and better results obtained ; when 
subjects are introduced and so studied as to tend to broader 
mental development; when higher standards of discipline 
and morality are maintained; there is real improvement. 
Measured by this standard, I believe it may be fairly stated 
that our schools have improved. There have been some 
changes un ong the teachers as indicated in the table of sta- 
tistics to which careful attention is directed. The teachers, 
usa whole, have worked untiringly for the best interest of 
their schools, and though under the same unfavorable con- 
ditions. better results have been secured than last year. 

Plant study has been taken up once or twice a week, and 
is proving profitable in improving pupils in observation, 
comparison and expression. Improvement has also been 
made in geography, by placing topic books into the hands: of 
teachers, thus enabling them to teach the pupils to dis- 
tinguish the important from the unimportant in his text-book 
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and to cultivate the habit of original research. The Com- 
mittee wisely placed the Complete Chart into each of the 
regular schools, thus rendering the teacher efficient aid in 
this and other branches of study. 

Mere careful attention has been directed to reading and 
writing, and better results have followed. 

The Centre School, under the efficient management of Mr. 
W. S. C. Russell of Bates College, has made real and com- 
mendable progress in spite of the unfavorable conditions 
under which this school has always been conducted, condi- 
tions mentioned in my last year’s report. Mr. Russell 
uwakened the interest of his pupils, and very creditable work 
was done. Those who attended the public examination at 
the close of the term must have been impressed with the evi- 
dences of thorough, conscientious work accomplished during 
the term, and with the promptness of the pupils, and the 
practical knowledge they evinced of the subjects studied. 

One change, however, must be made in this school, if it 
is to be continued another year. Pupils must enter, not at 
a certain age, but on atest of scholarship. 

Pupils this year attended this school, forming additional 
classes, who could have gone into classes already formed in 
other schools, where they could have done equally good 
work for themselves; and where they weuld have been a help 
rather than a hindrance, as they were in this school. The 
schools, however, can never reach a high degree of attain- 
ment in their present condition. 

That our schools are not conducted at a high cost is evi- 
dent from an examination of the following table. Fhe com- 
parison has been made with the six towns in this superinten- 
dency district, and with some other representative towns in 
the county, and with the average for the county. 

The figures are taken from the Report of the State Board 
of Education for 1890-91.

It will be observed that, in the cost per pupil, Burlington 
is considerably below all other towns in the list, and but 
little more than half the average for the county. 

In salaries paid teachers it is the lowest but one, and the 
past vear it has paid a little less than any other in the list, 
and only about three-fifths of the average for the county. 
In the per cent. of its valuation appropriated for schools, 
it stands lowest but one in the comparison, and during the 
past year the other towns have so increased their school ap- 
propriations that it is now lowest here also, and only about 
one half the average for the county. 
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‘Thus it would seem that Burlington could afford to spend 
more money in the support of its schuols, if thought neces- 
sary, to produce a higher degree of efficiency. 

Here I wish to renew my suggestion of last year, that the 
town consolidate its schools. With a year’s experience un- 
der the consolidation system in Bedford, and with the knowl- 
edge of the results there obtained, I can speak more positively 
in this matter than a year ago. In evidence of the success 
of the system I quote from the Bedford School Committee’s 
report the following; ‘* We feel sure that in no school year 
of previous date has there been better work done or more 
progress made than in the one now closing. * * * * 
The town has shown itself wise and progressive in making 
these ample provisions for the education of its children and 
youth.” And from my Bedford report I quote the following 
statement of fact: ‘* While the net cost to the town bas in- 
creased, the number of pupils has increased in a larger pro- 
portion, so that the actual cost to the town per pupil is $1.71 
less the first’ year of the new system than it was the last year 
of the old. When it is remembered that in the last year of 
the old system there were but thirty-eight weeks of school, 
while this year we have had forty, it must be admitted that 
the new system is less expensive than the old.” 

I feel, as one who has made himself thoroughly acquainted 
with the system proposed, und with the highest interest 
of the schools in view, that it is my duty to call this matter 
to the attention of the town, and give all possible light on 
the subject, that it may reeeive careful and intelligent con- 
sideration. Personally, I am convinced that consolidating 
the schools would result in marked improvement in school 
work and progress, and, I believe it would, ultimately, 
prove a saving in expense to the town. 

Note the improved attendance in the schools of Bedford 
under the new system. The per cent. of attendance there 
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has increased 2.47, being this year 94.57 per cent. The in- 
stances of tardiness have decreased from 191 to 63. The 
average attendance in Bedford being 129, the tardinesses 
are less than one for each two pupils. In Burlington there 
were 267 tardinesses with an average attendance of 82 or 
3.25 per pupil. 


This is a strong argument in favor of the proposed change, 
since school attendance is always considered a good index of 
the condition of the school. 


In consolidating the schools, it would, of course, cost 
something to provide a suitable building, perhaps $2,000. 
But what if it cost $5,000? The Town can afford to furnish 
a poorhouse for its paupers, why not a schoolhouse for it® 
pupils. . 

The Town is not laboring under a heavy debt, it is not 
burdened by large taxes, the rate being but $11.90. Sup- 
pose, even, that the proposed change cost more, when fully 
consummated, than the present system, the town can un- 
doubtedly afford to pay more for its schools than it is now ° 
paving. 

Whether the schools be consolidated or not, some change 
seems imperative to improve the present school system in 
the town. 


Burlington has, for some time, been sending many of its 
pupils to schoo] in Billerica, Lexington and Woburn. 
Ought not the town to provide suitable schools for the in- 
struction of its own children, rather than depend upon 
the neighboring towns for their education ? 


Any town will have as poor schools as it will tolerate, or 
as good ones us it will demand and pay for. What the fu- 
ture Burlington will be depends largely upon what the pres- 
ent Burlington does to improve and educate its children who 
are to be its future citizens. 
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NEEDED SUPPLIES. 


Whatever arrangement is made regarding the schools, 
more expense must be incurred to suitably supply them. 
Most of the books in use have become antiquated and are in 
a dilapitaded condition, and must be replaced. 

Musie charts ought also to be furnished, so that music may 
be taught in the schools. Neighboring towns are doing this, 
and Burlington’s children are just as deserving as Billerica’s, 
and Burlington is equally able to educate them. 


NOTES FROM PARENTS. 


Teachers are instructed to request notes of excuse from 
parents when children are absent or tardy. This request is 
made in all kindness, and with the utmost courtesy towards 
parents, in order that teachers may co-operate with parents 
in the care of children on their way to and from school in 
accordance with the requirements of law. This is not as- 
suming that children are untruthful, although it must be con- 
fessed that the word of all children cannot be relied upon, 
and especially is this true of those who are inclined to be 
laggards or truants. The request is certainly a just one and 
made in the interest of both parent and pupil, and ought to 
receive the approval of all parents. In no other way can 
parents always know whether their children are in school 
when they ought to be. 


CONCLUSION. 


I trust the matters touched upon in this report will not be 
overlooked, but will receive merited consideration by every 
voter in town. Not to carry into effect any one’s theory or 
whim, but with the highest interest of the schools, and the 
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welfare of the town in view. And I trust the coming year 
will be marked by such changes and resulting improvements 
as shall be creditable to the town, profitable to the interest 
of education. 

Teachers are deserving of high appreciation by the town’s 
people and school officials for their earnest efforts to improve 
themselves and their schools, and for the degree of success 
they have achieved. 

The relation of teacher, superintendent and committee 
have been pleasant. I wish here to acknowledge courtesies 
and kindnesses received at the hands of people, teachers, and 
committee. |

To determine what amount of money the Town 
will raise for the support of Schools, and salary of the Su- 
perintendent for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 7. To determine what amount of money the Town 
will raise for the support of Highways and Bridges for the 
year ensuing. 


ArT. 8. To determine what amount of money the Town 
will raise for the support of Poor, to pay Town Debts, and 
for incidental expenses for the year ensuing, including $530 
on note due the Woburn Savings Bank. 


ArT. 9. To determine what amount of money the Town 
will raise for the support and maintenance of the Town Li- 
brary for the year ensuing. Also to choose three Trustees 
for the Library, one for one year, one for two years and one 
for three years. 


ArT, 10. To determine what amount of money the Town 
will raise for the Cemetery, and to choose a Cemetery Com- 
mittee, or do or act anything in relation to the same.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee of the Town of Burlington here- 
with respectfully submit the report ef the condition of the 
schools for the year ending March 12, 1894. 

At the annual Town Meeting held April 17, 1893, the 
Town voted to raise the sum of twelve hundred and fifty dol- 
lars ($1,250), and the amount received from the County for 
dog licenses, ninety-one dollars and ninety-three cents 
($91.93), for the support and maintenance of the schools, 
viz: tuition, fuel, and care of rooms for the ensuing year. 

The number of schools kept during the year, was tive. 
Four of these were kept thirty-six weeks and one was kept 
fourteen weeks. 

There was five female and one male teacher employed dur- 
ing the year. 

We respectfully call your attention to the report of Super- 
intendent McKenney. It is important that it should be 
thoroughly understood before any action is taken. The re- 
port is a faithful representation of the real needs of the 
scholars of Burlington, and a true report of the present con- 
dition of our schools, and which we heartily endorse.

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Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee of Burlington: 


GENTLEMEN :—The fourth annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools is herewith presented to you, and through 
you to the citizens of Burlington. 

Under similar conditions the results of school work cannot 
differ greatly one year as compared with another, although, 
under a good system, with proper management and efficient 
teachers, eawh yeat’s work ought tu show some improvement 
over the preceding. Not simply that each pupil should 
learn something during the year—make some intellectual 
growth. ‘This is to be expected. But this is not enough. 
If Burlington sehools are to keep step with the march of ed- 
ucational progress, the pupils must make more advancement 
this year than |ast, the intellectual product of our schools 
must be /arger for 1893 than it was for 1892. Has it ben? 
In some schools, yes. Not as much, ou the whole, however, 
us could have been desired; not as much in any school as 
might have been possible under more favorable conditions, 
of which I shall speak mere directly in another part of this 
report. 

TEACHERS. 


But one change of teachers has oceurred during the year, 
as shown in the table of attendance following this report. 
With this single change in our teaching force, good results 
ought to have been expected, and good results have been se- 
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cured in some schools, but not in all. Most of our teachers 
have been untiring in their efforts to improve themselves and 
their schools,-and are deserving of high appreciation for loy- — 
alty and devotion to duty. They realize that. in these days 
of progress, teachers cannot continue to teach as they have 
taught.—much less as they have been taught. If they would 
secure the best results in their schools, and take a prominent 
position among their co-workers in the commonwealth, they 
must both make themselves familiar with new subjects and 
learn the best methods of teaching all subjects. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that the teacher’s work is cunfined to the 
schoolroom. The teacher must be a constant student. In- 
dustry is the price of pregress, and aside from the advan- 
tages of improved methods and broader culture to be gained 
by the teacher in her study outside of the schoolroom, the 
industry of the teacher has a direct, stimulating influence on 
the pupil. To get pupils to work is the chief means to the 
great end of mental development, and there is no power so 
potent to induce pupils to work as the example ef an indus- 
trious teacher. The contagious spirit of industry is nowhere 
so sure to become epidemic as when carried into the school- 
room by the teacher. I never knew «an earnest, loyal, in- 
dustrious teacher to have a poor school. 

The teacher makes the school. The committee and super- 
intendent do not. They furnish material, tools and plan, 
but the teacher must rear the intellectual structure. The 
town and committee can do much by providing suitable 
buildings and favorable conditions, the superintendent can 
do much to impreve the schools by instructing and aiding 
teachers who are ambitious and desirous of improvement. 
But despite all that money and management can do, wethout 
good teachers we cannot have good schools. I wish, there- 
fore, to urge upon the committee the importance of exercis- 


ing careful and discriminating judgment in the selection of 
¥ 
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teachers. I desire, also, to impress upon teachers a due ap- 
preciation of their responsibility in assuming the most sacred 
trust on earth: the training of children. 


DRAWING. 


That the teaching of drawing in the public schools is re- 
quired by law, is sufficient evidence of its importance, and 
there is no need of argument in its favor. The thing to be 
considered here is efficiency in teaching it. Drawing books 
and materials have been placed in the hands of our teachers, 
and the work is being conducted with a fair degree of suc- 
cess. The chief difficulty in the way of progress is lack of 
proficiency in the subject on the part of teachers. To 
awaken interest and aid teachers to prepare for their work, 
I asked Mr. Henry T. Bailey, state agent of drawing, to 
meet the teachers of the district and give them some general 
instruction in drawing. On the afternoon of January 26, 
the teachers met at North Billerica and received practical 
and profitable instruction from Mr. Bailey. 

Interest in the subject, and the desire of our teachers to 
better prepare themselves for progressive work, were shown 
by the fact that nearly all the teachers in this district were 
present. Some of the Burlington teachers drove nearly two 
_ miles in a snow storm to get the benefit of Mr. Bailey’s in- 
struction. Judging from the earnestness and interest thus 
manifested, I believe we may expect to see improvement in 
this work. | 


CONDITION AND NEEDS OF THE SCHOOLS. 

The conditien of our schools has been somewhat improved 
this year by many appliznces. In addition to the drawing 
material put into the schools, the smaller arithmetics, many 
of which were in sucha bad condition as to be unfit for use, 
have been exchanged for a new and better series, at less cost 
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than would have been required to replenish the old series. 
The language books and grammars have been exchanged in 
the sume way. The old reading books, which were well 
worn and so familiar to the pupils that little interest could 
be awakened in using them, have been replenished by the 
introductien of a new series. Books on, civil government 
und English literature have also been placed in the Center 
school. Each of the sehools, except the Center, has been 
supplied with a copy of the Complete School Chart, and all 
with a copy of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary. There is 
still need of maps and more reading matter, and the larger 
arithmetics and geographies ought to be exchanged during 
the coming year. 


Although the teacher is the most impertant factor in mak- 
ing a good school, yet favorable conditions and suitable en- 
vironments are also essential to the best results in education. 
The needs of our schools demand more important changes 
than those thus far mentioned, if Burlington schools are to 
keep up with the improvement of schools in neighboring 
towns, and with educational progress in the commonwealth. 
Satisfactory results can never be secured in any line ef work, 
nor sufficient returns realized for the expense incurred in 
running our schools, until they are brought together under 
one roof, where they can be properly classified, equipped, 
and instructed. 


The State Board of Education, in its report, says: ** The 
tendency in smaller towns is towards consolidation, for the 
sike of classification, efficiency, and economy,” and adds, 
‘this tendency should be encouraged ” Efficiency and econ- 
omy are the two most important things to be considered in 
conducting the schools; and if these are to be secured by 
uniting the schools there ought to be no question as to the 
advisability of consolidatien. 
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The four charts and five dictionaries that have been pur- 
chased this year cost something over $100. Had the schools 
been all in one building, one chart and one dictionary would 
have sufficed for them all, as they could be transferred from 
one room to another as needed. In other words, it would 
cost but about one-fifth as much to properly provide our 
schools with reference books, maps, charts, and apparatus, 
were they all under one roof, as it will to equip them equally 
well in their present condition. The blackboard room in all 
the outside schoolhouses is also insufficient and needs to be 
extended. Other repairs must also be made, if the schools 
are to be kept in the present buildings. It is obvious that 
it would cost less to care for and heat three rooms in one 
building than it does five rooms in five buildings. There 
can be little doubt, therefore, of a saving in expense if our 
schools could be consolidated. In further evidence of the 
economy of the proposed plan, reference is made to the 
town of Bedford, where the cost of the schools the first year 
under consolidation, notwithstanding an expensive heating 
system is used there, was $1.71 per pupil less than it was 
under the old plan. 

Another point that ought not to be overlooked in connec- 
tion with this matter is that of providing a suitable high 
school in town. ‘This could be done by the systematic grad- 
ing of the schools, which would be possible were they all in 
one building, At present Burlington children must get 
their high school education in other towns, but such educa- 
tion must be paid for at the town’s expense, according to the 
following statute law :— 


Chapter 363 of the Acts of 1891 provides: ‘‘Any town 
not required by law to maintain a high school shall pay for 
the tuition of any child who, with the parent or guardian, 
resides in said town, and who attends the high school of an- 
other town or city, provided the parent or guardian of such 
child before such attendance obtains the approval of the 
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school committee of the town in which the child and parent 
or guardian reside.” 

Under the provisions of this law the town of Carlisle has- 
this year been required ‘to pay $24 for the tuition of two 
children attending high schools out of town. People in 
this town will soon avail themselves of the benefits of this 
law, und the expense to the town will be considerable, and 
could certainly be saved under consolidation. Is it not bet- 
ter for Burlington to educate its own children than to pay 
other towns to do it? 

Consolidation would ef course involve some expense at 
first, although it would probably cost Burlington less than 
any town that has adopted the system, and when once inau- 
gurated the schools could be conducted for less money than 
at present, and they would certainly be in condition to do 
better work. What objection can be raised to this plan? 
It is in operation in neighboring towns, and all that is here | 
claimed for it has been proved to be true. 

The plan of consolidating the schools, together with the 
aid from the state enabling the smal] towns to secure the ~ 
benefits of district supervision, furnishes as good facilities 
for schooling to the children in the rural districts as are en- 
joyed by the children in the larger towns and eities; and if 
these advantages are used the children of Burlington may 
receive as good education as those of Boston. 

This matter ought to receive the fair and candid consider- 
ation of every citizen of the town from the standpoint, both 
of economy and of what is best for the children. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


I wish to express my gratitude to the people of Burling- 
ton for their evidences of appreciation of my work, and for 
their many manifestations of good will. I wish to thank the 
teachers for their cooperation and earnest work. I thank 
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the committee for their continued confidence in me, and for 
their deference to my opinions. 

This report has been prepared in the midst of a busy year, 
in connection with five others for other towns, and, while it 
is but an imperfect expression of the condition, work, and 
needs of the schools, I trust it will be of sufficient interest to 
the citizens of the town to justify the time spent in its prep- 
aration.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee of the Town of Burlington respectfully 
submit the following report of the condition of the schools for the 
year ending March 14, 1895: 


At the annual town meeting, held April 2, 1894, the town voted 
to raise the sum of $1500, and the amount received from the 
county for dog licenses, for the maintenance of the schools for the 
year. 

‘The number of schools kept during the year was five. Three 
of these were kept thirty-six weeks each, and one, owing to delay 
in the arrival of the teacher, was kept thtrty-five and one-half 
weeks. The Center School, as usual, was kept fourteen weeks. 

There has been no change in our teaching force during the 
year, four iemale and one male teacher being employed. As an 
accurate account of the receipts and expenditures for the financial 
year have already been presented to you,and as the school year 
differs somewhat from the financial year, we will not enter into 
those details in this report. It has been the aim of your commit- 
tee to maintain the schools as economically as seemed consistent 
with the comfort and welfare of pupils and teachers. ‘The build- 
ings, being mostly old structures, require almost constant attention 
and many small repairs to render them fit for use. The general 
health of pupils and teachers has been so goud that we believe our 
efforts in that direction have been amply rewarded. 

The best of feeling has existed between committee, superin- 
tendent and teachers during the year; and this friendliness and the 
co-operative efforts of all have made the year just closed one of 
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the most successful school years in Burlington history. We have 
carefully examined the detailed report of Supt. McKenney, and 
herewith present it to you, without change or qualification, and 
with our hearty indorsement.

REPORT OF 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Burlington: 


Gentlemen :—The Fifth Annual Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools is herewith presented. 


Miss Flood of Fairfield, Maine, was placed in charge of the 
North School at the beginning of the spring term, and Miss ‘Thayer 
of Quincy in charge of the South School. They have both remained 
with us during the year, doing excellent work. ‘The Misses Mc- 
Intire have continued their faithful services in the East and West 
Schools respectively. Thus through the uninterrupted services of 
earnest and efficient teachers the work in these schools this year 
has been more successful than in any previous year since I have 
been connected with them. 

‘Teachers have so well received directions in methods and 
means of instruction given them at teachers’ meetings and in their 
schools, that there has been improvement in nearly every line of 
work. Inevidence of this I wish to direct the attention of the 
Committee and others visiting the schools to the methods and re- 
sults in geography, arithmetic, language and reading. 


UNITED STATES HISTORY, 
A new plan was adopted last fall in the study of United States 
History, In towns having graded schools, the pupils will begin this 


study in the sixth grade and continue it three years. fi 
The subject for the first month is the period of exploration, 
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the pupils in this grade using such books as Mongommery’s “Begin- 
ner’s American History,” and Eggleston’s “First Book of American 
History.” Every pupil is required to read the account in at least 
one book besides the regular text-book. Such books will be used 
for reference as are accessible to the teachers and pupils. Use will 
be made of the Library in this work as far as opportunity will per- 
mit. The teacher will guide the pupil in his reading and study 
with recitation works on properly prepared topics. At the end of 
the month pupils will write paperson the subject matter of the 
month’s study. Each pupil’s papers will be bound together and pre- 
served, The subject for October is the period of colonization ; for 
November, the period covering the French and Indians Wars; De- 
cember, causes of the Revolution ; January, the Revolution ; and so 
on, the class persuing the same plan as the first month, and in this 
way going over the whole historical story during the first year’s study 
of the subject, learning a few of the leading facts and most impor- 
tant events. ‘The next year the class will use the larger books, such 
as Montgomery’s “Leading Facts of American History” and Fisk’s 
“History of the United States,” and go over the history again in 
much the same manner as in the previous year, but going deeper 
into the study, and learning more about the leading men, and fix- 
ing in mind more of the important events. 


In the eighth grade the class will go over the history for the 
third time, following the same general plan as before, but making a 
thorough study of details as far as given in our school histories, and 
going somewhat into the philosophy of the history. More use of 
reference books and more outside reading will be required each 
year. 


‘The advantages of this plan are: First—Before any pupil leaves 
the public schools he will be likely to have completed the sixth 
year’s work, and instead of leaving school with no knowledge of our 
country’s history, or at best with only some knowledge of a part 
of it, and wholly ignorant of the rest, he will know something of 
the whole history, and the large majority of children who complete 
- the grammar school course and do not enter the high school will 
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have a pretty thorough and comprehensive knowledge of the whole 
history of the country whose citizens they are soon to be. 


Second—By reading the whole history each year the pupil will 
have some knowledge of the connected story, and will better under- 
stand the relations of its parts instead of possessing only vague 
ideas of disconnected portions, as was likely to be the case under 
the old plan of studying a part of the history one year and another 
part the next. 


Third—This plan teaches pupils to read to purpose, cultivates 
habits of research, and furnishes excellent material and Opportunity 
for language and composition work. 


Thus this plan combines reading, language and history, and 
aside from its excellent disciplinary effect, will tend to give the pu- 
pil a broader, better knowledge of hisiory itself. 


The plan is not being fully carried out this year, as it was en- 
tered upon late in the fall term, and was tried somewhat as an 
experiment. The result, however, as far as the plan has been tried 
in the schools under my supervision, is sufficiently satisfactory to 
justify its being followed very nearly as here outlined in our may 
of history next year. 


The fact of Burlington’s schools not being graded will not pre- 


vent this plan being pursued, as pupils taking United States History 
will study it three years, as here explained. 


CENTER SCHOOL. 


Mr. S. W. Fergusonof Fitchburg taught the Center School this 
winter. Although it was unusually small—numbering but sixteen 
pupils—Mr. Ferguson won the good-will of the pupils and awak- 
ened much interest in the school. 

This school can hardly be included in the same category with 
the others, but seems to require to be reported by itself. 

It is arranged on a sort of a go-as-you-please plan, under 
which it is impossible to do continuous or systematic work. Pu- 
pils are allowed to study nearly any subject they please and drop 
any study when they feel disposed. For example, out of a goodly 
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number who began the study of algebra two terms ago, a single pu- 
pil constituted the class this term. 


The school is not composed wholly or even largely of the 
same pupils two successive terms, and work begun one term, espe- 
cially if there is a change of teachers, is very likely not to be con- 
tinued the next. The good work in physical geography and _ book- 
keeping of the two preceding terms received little attention last 
term. 


The admission being based upon age instead of scholarship, it 
is impossible to make a proper classification. Pupils widely differ- 
ent in ability and attainments had to be classed together in arith- 
metic last term, so that some were unable to comprehend the sub- 
ject although it was well taught, and possessed little or no better 
knowledge of arithmetic at the end of the term thin at the begin- 
ning. ‘lhe same is true of most subjects taught in the school. 


Another defect in this school is that it is kept but fourteen 
weeks in the year, thus offering no stimulus, no encouragement, no 
opportunity to pupils to continue their studies beyond the common 
branches. All this could be remedied by 


CONSOLIDATING THE SCHOOLS. 

I do not propose to occupy space here in discussing this plan, 
nor in any sense to urge its adoption; and in making mention of 
the matter so often in my reports I trust 1 may not be regarded in 
the light of that Roman statesman who closed all his speeches with 
the declaration that “Carthage must be destroyed.” So far from 
desiring to push this plan through, I believe it would be unfortu- 
nate if the town should decide by a bare majority to consolidate 
the schools without a full knowledge of the subject. ‘Lhe plan 
should receive intelligent and careful consideration, and if adopted 
at all, it should be done understandingly and with the approval of a 
large proportion of the town’s people. 


The matter is here mentioned not to precipitate action, but 
to urge investigation ; this it has not received. ‘lrue, a committee 
was appointed two years ago to consider the plan, but one mem- 
ber of that committee left town before the report was mace, the 
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subject was not thoroughly investigated, and no formal action was 
taken by the town. 


Should a committee now be appointed to look into this sub- 
ject, I would gladly render all possible aid in getting accurate in- 
formation of the results of ‘this plan as operated in other towns, and 
the probable cost and result if applied to Burlington schools. 


When this matter receives careful consideration and definite 
action is taken by the town, whatever the result I promise to hold 
my peace; until then I may be pardoned if, like the Roman of 
old, I continue to exclaim, “ Delenda est Carthago.”

FLAGS. 


Through the public-spirited generosity of Mr. C. H. Walker a 
flag and staff has been presented to the East School; and bya 
public spirit not less generous nor less patriotic because the con- 
tributions came from many, flags have been provided also for the 
other four schools. ‘Ihus the beautiful custom of raising the Stars 
and Stripes above the schoolhouses has been adopted for all our 
schools; and there is no institution in the land more worthy to 
wave the national ensign, for the public schoo] is the nation’s sure 
defence, and raising the flag above it makes suitable acknowledge- 
' ment of that fact. Here, too, as nowhere else, the flag may culti- 
vate love of country and impress lessons of history. To this end I 
recommend that the flags be raised at all the schools on the follow- 
ing days, and that the pupils be taught the meaning of such obser- 
vance of the day : 


October 12, 1492, Columbus landed at San Salvador.

ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance does not differ materially from that of pre- 
vious years, as seen in the table following this report, except that 
the instances of tardiness have been diminished by two-thirds as 
compared with 1890. ‘Then, with the same average attendance as 
this year—seventy-two—there were 312 instances of tardiness, 
four and one-third per pupil. ‘This year the number is 1oq, and 
nearly all of these oceurred in one school and most of them caused 
by afew pupils. In fact, one pupil has caused one-third of all the 
tardiness in town. 


‘The State now requires a record to be kept of time lost by rea- 
son of tardiness and cismissal. The record is not quite complete, 
but from that given it appears that the time lost is about 15 days, 
a loss in school attendance by thls cause alone equivalent to three- 
fourths of a month for one pupil. It is thus seen that tardiness 
and dismissal are seriously detrimental in loss of school time to 
the children as well as in other obvious ways. 


‘Regularity of attendance is essential to ‘progress. So much 
importance is attached to this matter by the State that the law 
regarcing it was made more strict by the legislation of 1894, as 
shown below, and to which parents’ attention: is directed. ‘The 
italics indicate the change in the law. 


Chapter 498, Section 1. Every person having under his 
control a child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, 
re shall annually cause such child to attend some 
public day school in the city or town in which he resides, and such 
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attendance shall continue for at least thirty weeks of the school 
year, if the schools are kept open for that length of time, with an 
allowance of two weeks’ time for absences not excused by the Su- 
perintendent of Schools or the School Committee. Such, period 
of attendance shall begin within the first month of the Fall 
term of school, and for each five days of absence of any such 
child thereafter, in excess of the above allowance, before the com= 
pletion of the required annual attendance of thirty weeks, the 
person having such child under his control shall, upon the com- 
plaint of the School Committee or any truant officers, forfeit to use 
the public schools of such city or town a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 


LIBRARY. 


The public library is a recognized important factor for culture in 
the community. It can be made no more potent for this purpose 
than in its proper use by the children, and the teacher is essentially 
the one to encourage and direct this use. Indeed, it is as much 
the duty of the teacher to teach her pupils what to read as to teach 
them how to read. And she can render no more valuable service 
in teaching any or all the subjects of the school curriculum than in 
cultivating in her pupils a taste for good reading; for in doing this 
she has opened to them an ever-widening field of profitable indus- 
try and enjoyment, and we can in no way so well direct aright the 
reading taste of the masses of the people as by wisely guiding the 
children to books that are good and true before they have begun — 
the use of poor and evil literature. ” 


Here, again, consideration would prove profitable, for good 
use could be readily made of the library by the schools were ‘they 
all at the Center. I trust, however, that something in this direc- 
tion can be done under present conditions by arranging with the 
library trustees tu grant special privileges to the teachers in taking 
from the library books suitable for use in the schools, so that they 
my acquaint their pupils with the best authors and cultivate in| 
them a love for good books. For “what we make children love 
and desire is more important than what we make them learn.” 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The school buildings have been well cared for and numerous 
important repairs and improvements have been made. ‘The doub!« 
windows put on the North and West Schoolhouses have made those 
buildings much more comfortable, if they have not already paid 
for themselves in saving fuel. Additional blackboard room made 
in the East School has proved an important improvement there. 
Concreting the walks in front of the Center Schoolhouse and shing- 
ling the roof of that building has protected the property and 
proved a source of convenience «nd comfort to those attending the 
school, 

The committee have thus looked carefully after the material 
welfare of the schools, and their active interest has contributed not 
a little to the good work of the year. 

The people of Burlington have this year manifested an unu- 
sual degree of interes: in their schools. ‘lhis has been encourag- 
ing and helpful. 

I extend grateful thanks to people, committee and teachers 
for encouragement, support and co-operation.

Zo the Hlonorable Selectmen and Citizens of Burlington : 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library of Burlington 
herewith present their report for the year 1896, being their 
third year of the Board of Trustees and the fortieth since the 
library was established. 


For a statement of receipts and expenditures, and invest- 
ment of the funds of the library, the Board calls attention to 
the. report of the Auditors, and for the condition and business 
of the institution during the past year to the report of the 
librarian. 


Our beloved and honored citizen, Charles G. Foster, was 
taken from our midst Sept. 6, 1896, who was for many years 
a faithful friend in all the interests of the town, and especially 
the Public Library, of which, he was a committee and trustee 
nearly all the time since 1873. 


It is fortunate that we have secured Edward S. Barker to 
fill the vacancy, who is an efficient, progressive business man 
and willing to work for the good of the public. 


The citizens of this Town very much need a suitable Public 
Library Building. ‘The collection of books are respectable in 
size and over 2500 and many of them valuable works. 


Your trustees of the Public Library have but very little to 
offer this year in relation to the same, and a very few new 
books have been added because of the want of room to display 
them. ‘The Library is not in condition to merit the approval 
of your trustees on account of the cramped condition of the 
room. Is it a wonder to say that the librarian is not discour- 
aged and were your trustees in her place they would be, and 
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the time has come when a move should be made in the right 
direction towards a new Library Building, and if it meets the 
approval of the Town we would like to have it talked over in 
the next town meeting. } 


There is a movement on foot by your trustees to get the 
public spirit started and build a new Library and Reading 
Room and by having the same it would make our community 
better and the young people interested in town affairs, be- 
cause they can spend their evenings in the pleasant way of 
reading and obtaining knowledge. 


The time is not far off when the hills of Burlington will be- 
come a popular summer resort. There is no town that,has 
better health giving conditions. What we veed is a hand- 
soine Library Building.

Abstract of Town Meetings. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Burlington : 


Gentlemen.—The following is an abstract of the transac- 
tions of the several meetings held by the townspeople the past 
year. 

At the Annual Meeting holden March 8, 1897, 

Voted, To allow the Tax Collector 2 per cent on collections. 

Voted, To accept all reports of town officers and committees. 

Voted, That the dog fund be given to the support of Schools. 

Voted, That the Town ‘Treasurer be authorized to borrow 
such sums as are necessary to defray town expenses. 

Voted, Appropriation for Schools fifteen hundred dollars. 

Voted, Appropriation for Roads and Bridges fifteen hundred 
dollars. 

Voted, Appropriation for support of Town Library fifty 
dollars. 

Voted, Appropriation for Cemetery one hundred dollars. 

Voted, Appropriation for Memorial Day fifty dollars. 

Voted, Appropriation for the support of Poor, to pay Town 
debt and incidental expenses for the year ensuing, including 
interest and bills for removal of snow, twenty-five hundred 
dollars. 

Voted, That the Town Treasurer be authorized to hire a 
sum, not exceeding $5,000, in anticipation of taxes, under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 

Voted, That jthe taxes shall be paid by Nov. Ist, 1897, 
and allunpaid on Nov. Ist, 1897, shall be subject to interest 
at the rate of six per cent. until paid. 

Voted, That a discount of 5 per cent. be allowed on all taxes 
paid before Oct. Ist, 1897. 

Voted, That the Selectmen provide suitable place for im- 
pounding cattle. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be empowered to dispose of the 
old pound. 
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Proceedings at Special Town Meeting, May 26, 1897. 


Meeting called to order by Clerk Sewall. 
Town Warrant read. 


ARTICLE t. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. David EH. Barnum was unanimously chosen Moderator. 

ART. 2. To hear and act on the report of the committee 
appointed to consider the matter of graded schools. The 
annexed report and recommendations were presented by Chair- 
man Hanson of the committee, which were accepted, 

ART. 3. To see if the Town are in favor of consolidating 
the schools. Voted in the negative. — 

ArT 4. To see if the Town will provide suitable accom- 
modations for all the schools at the centre of the town and ap- 
propriate money for them, or do or act anything in relation to 
the same. A motion to dismiss this article was not carried. 
Afterward voted to provide suitable quarters for the schools in 
the centre of the town. 

ArT. 5. Tosee ifthe Town will give the Centre School- 
house for a Public Library and Reading Room, which motion 
was carried. Then voted to take up that portion of Article 4 
in relation to the hiring of money to build the Centre School- 
house. Voted that the sum of $4,500.00 be hired and appro- 
priated fort hat purpose. Unanimous vote with one exception. 
Voted that the same committee who reported above should act 
as Building Committee, composed as follows: Walter A. 
Hanson, EK. S. Barker, Geo. W. Parker, Augustus Prouty, 
W. E. Carter and Frank C. Marion. Voted to take up Arti- 
cle 3 again and voted to reconsider the previous motion and 
then voted to consolidate the schools. Motion was made to 
dissolve the meeting and was carried. 


Report of Building Committee. 


The committee appointed by the Town at its last annual 
March meeting to investigate and consider the matter of graded 
chools beg leave to submit the following report. 
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Carefully considering the advantages to the schools and the 
probable reduced cost of conducting the same, your committee 
are of the unanimous opinion that the schools should be con- 
solidated and that the town should provide suitable accommo- 
dations for all its pupils at the centre. 

Your committee have made inspection of different building 
spots, caused plans to be drawn and estimates of cost of build- 
ing to be made and present the following figures as the proba- 
ble cost of a new four-room building, including land, grading, 
basement, building, heat and furniture : 


Land, - $ 200.00 
Basement and Grading, 300.00 
Stoves for Heating, 100.00 
Furniture, 200.00 
Building, 3,730.00 

Total, $4,530.00 


The committee find that the cost of remodeling the old 
building would be about as much as the building of a new 
house and be much less satisfactory, and considering that the 
old building, if given by the town for a much needed public 
library, will be generously fitted up for that purpose at no ex- 
pense to the town; they have discarded the remodeling of 
that building from their recommendations. 

The building, as suggested by the committee, will contain 
four rooms, three of which should be furnished at once for 
three schools, the fourth to be furnished in the future, when 
it shall be needed for the High school. 

The sum of $4,500.00 needed to construct such a building, as 
already suggested, could be hired at 4 per cent. rate of inter- 
est. This could be paid in ten years by providing a sinking 
fund of $450.00 per year. This would add but the sum of 
$558.00 to the annual tax, an increase so slight that it would 
be scarcely felt by the tax payers. Inthe meantime the school 
advantages would be greatly improved, and the cost to the 
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town of conducting the schools would be considerably 
lessened. 

Your committee, therefore, after careful investigation and 
consideration of the whole matter, unanimously recommend 
that the town hire the sum of $4,500.00 to purchase land, 
build and furnish a four-room school building for the school 
children of Burlington at the centre of the town.

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We would call attention to the following repairs very much 
needed at the Almshouse. The house needs painting for 
economy as well as for looks. The present system of heating 
by stoves, which are seven in number, we think very danger- 
ous, also expensive. We would recommend putting in some 
suitable heating apparatus to heat the whole house. ‘The 
state requires bathrooms and sanitary arrangements. We also 
suggest a windmill, as there is a good water supply on the 
place. With the facilities of a windmill, a bathroom could 
easily be put in, a thing so much needed, and which the state 
will demand at no distant day, as you can see by the last state 
report in regard to our almshouse. We are confident that 
when the voters of the town learn our needs, some action will 
be taken to provide for the better administration of this de- 
partment.

Report of Library Trustees. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen « 


I take pleasure in presenting to you the Annual Report of 
the Trustees of the Burlington Public Library. 

The first meeting of the Trustees for the Library was held 
May 6, 1897, at the residence of E. S. Barker. George W. 
Parker was chosen Chairman, and E. S. Barker, Secretary. | 

Miss Florence Foster was elected Librarian at a salary of 
thirty-five ($35) dollars per year. 

The Trustees had several meetings and transacted the usual 
line of business, and on May 27th, the Trustees met and full 
power was given the Secretary to fix up the Library, at his 
own expense, which the Secretary has complied with, and at 
a later date presented to the Town, as a gift from his children, 
George Albert Barker and Elsie M. Barker. 

On June 16th, another meeting was held, and the Secretary 
was instructed to draw on the Town for seventy-five ($75) 
dollars of the funds of the Library and purchase new books, 
which was done. Mrs. E. S. Barker was elected Assistant 
Librarian, without pay. An order was passed drawing the 
balance of the appropriation of the Library of fifteen ($15) 
dollars which was not expended, and returned to the Trustee, 
Mr. Bennett, for which I hold receipt. 
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The Public Library and Reading Room was opened to the 
public on June 29th, and your Secretary and Trustees take 
pride in the work of the Library, and think it has added 
beauty to the Town of Burlington, by having such a Library 
and Reading Room. 


Report from June 29, 1897, to Feb 19, 1898. 

The whole number of volumes found in the Library, 2,842. 
Whole number of pamphlets in library, 480. 

Number of new books added, 214. 

Number of cards issued, 151. 

Whole number of books delivered, 1272.

As the Secretary’s term expires and he will not be a resi- 
dent of the Town of Burlington, he wishes to thank all those 
who have reciprocated with him, and especially his brother 
Trustees for their kind aid to him, and their pleasant words. 
In the years that are to come, it would be a pride to him to 
look back in the Town of Burlington and see the beacon light 
still shining, and the library still increasing, and the reading 
room which has been established for your children, and a 
place where they may enjoy their evenings, and the Father 
and Mother are content to know that just such a boon has 
been offered to the Town. 

_Citizens, in the name of good government and good citizen- 
ship, will you not carry on this good work ? 
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I wish the Town would offer a vote of thanks to the many 
friends who have contributed single books to the Town Lib- 
rary, as I would like to show them some recognition that we 
appreciate their mite.

Zo the Citizens of Burlington : 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the Common- 
wealth, the School Committee respectfully submit its annual 
report. , 

We have instituted a new order of affairs this year. It has 
been the rule in the past to get out a report after all others of 
the Town were made and printed, and after the Annual Town 
Meeting, when the business of the year was all through with. 
Now we propose to have our report in with all other reports 
of the Town, so the citizens Gan know what we are doing and 
have a chance to go to the Anoual Town Meeting with a 
knowledge of what the Schools of the Town need. 

At the Annual Town Meetings, held March 8th and r5th, 
1897, the Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000.00 and the amount received from the County for dog 
licenses, together with the state school and superintendent 
funds, for tuition, fuel and care of schools. We have had a 
small credit during the year besides, so the school fund has 
been as follows:

Out of the total amount expended, the large sum of five 
hundred and seven dollars and sixteen cents ($507.16), was 
for bills contracted in 1896 and before. We think it a very 
slack and unbusinesslike way to allow bills to lapse over year 
after year, for new members of committees to be obliged to 
approve and pay of which they know nothing.

We would recommend that the sum of two thousand 
($2,000.00) dollars be raised and appropriated for Schools for 
the ensuing year. 

For a detailed account of the work of the schools, the enrol- 
ment and attendance of pupils, we refer you to the accom- 
panying report of the Superintendent of Schools, which we 
heartily recommend to the careful perusal and consideration 
of parents and others interested in our public schools. 

Your Committee has used its best endeavors for the pros- 
perity of the school system of this town, and if it has failed in 
any respect, it has not been for want of the disposition to do 
its best. In the selection of teachers it has exercised the 
greatest care to secure the best talent obtainable, and feels war- 
ranted in the statement that in no instance has it been much 
disappointed, and that the teachers have proved themselves 
far above the average in efficiency. We wish here to call at- 
tention to certain points of importance in connection with 
school affairs. First, the success of a school and the progress 
of the scholars depend not alone upon the teacher, but equally 
upon the pupils and largely upon the parents. A scholar who 
will not make any effort himself cannot be made to learn. 
Knowledge cannot be forced into an unwilling or sluggish 
brain. | 

The assertion often made by parents, that ‘‘my children 
have or have not learned well,’’ is no criterion by which to 
judge of a school, nor is it any fair standard by which to 
gauge the capabilities of a teacher. 

A successful school must be the product of the conjoined

efforts of teacher, pupils and parents. Again, one of the 
greatest obstacles to the efficiency of our schools is irregularity 
of attendance. It is a safe assertion, that the pupil who misses 
one or two half days in each week, thereby fails of one-half 
the benefit that should accrue to him from his school. 

_ We would feel remiss in our duties if we did not appeal in 
the strongest terms to parents to bethink themselves of the 
wrong and injury they are perpetrating upon their children 
when they encourage or permit this irregularity of attendance. 

We regard it a duty to call the attention of the citizens of 
Burlington to the vast importance of its educational interests. 
Every child in this town should be equipped with the best 
mental training possible. It is not only for the benefit of the 
individual children, many of whom, will go out from us and 
spend their lives in other. places; but for the good name of 
the town, as one that means to do the very best it can for its 
children, and as a town that is made attractive to outsiders as 
a place of residence and for the investment of capital. One of 
the important questions asked by people seeking for a home 
and place of business is. ‘‘What are your school privileges ?”’ 
Some improvement is discernible in our schools during the 
past year, but there is room for more. Generous appropria- 
tions for the school fund, the furnishing of comfortable school 
houses and the supply of the best text books, are investments 
which will pay, not only in the satisfaction with which we 
may regard our high stand on the subject of education, but 
financially. 

During the past year the town has taken one of our school 
buildings to be used as a public library. ‘Through the gene- 
rosity and public spirit of our fellow-townsman, Mr. Edward 
S. Barker, one of the library trustees, it was remodeled into a 
public library and reading room and given to the town in the 
name of his two children, George A. and Elsie M. Barker. 

The inside architecture was planned and carried out by 
Mrs. Edward S. Barker, who spared neither time nor expense 
.in making it a model library, an ornament to the town. 
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BOOKS. 


We have not purchased many new books during the year, 
feeling that many of those in actual use had seen their best 
days and would see their last days if we forced them into use 
till the end of the year. For this reason many of the books 
used must be cast aside and many new ones will have to be 
supplied during the coming year. 


MUSIC. 


The schools tinder the direction of Prof. A. J. Mealand, 
made most excellent progress in singing and the study of mu- 
sic, to the entire satisfaction of the committee, but when his 
vear expired at the summer vacation, under existing circum- 
stances we thought best to defer the further instruction in 
music for a tern or two. 


VISITS. 


We would respectfully call attention to and earnestly request 
more frequent visits to the schools on the part of the parents 
and friends, and if the voters of the town would only visit the 
schools, and take the trouble to inquire into and look up the 
subject of schools, they would be better able to go to the polls 
and vote intelligently upon all questions pertaining to them. 


TRUANTS., 


We hope that all those who have children, subject to the 
truant law, will see that they are ifi school. For another year 
we shall see that none evade in any particular, 
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VERTICAL WRITING. 


Vertical writing was introduced into our schools at the be- 
ginning of the fall term. We think that for the short time it 
has been in practice the scholars are making good progress, 
and in time will show it to be a great improvement over the 
slant system. 


AMERICAN HUMANE EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


During the year Mr. A. Judson Leach Field, Secretary of 
the Society, visited our schools and formed four Bands of 
Mercy. These Bands are to be taught ‘‘ kindness, justice 
aud mercy to every living creature.’’ We think these Bands 
an addition to our schools.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee of Burlington : 


Gentlemen :— 
My seventh annual report is herewith presented. © 
Attention is first directed to the following

Number of children enumerated in town between 5 and 15 
years of age, May 1, 1897 8g.

As appears from the above figures, the enrollment in the 
schools is slightly larger than it was last year. The per cent. 
of‘attendance is about the same, but would have been higher 
but for the interruption to the attendance in the North School 
caused by scarlet fever during the Fall term. 

It should be stated that this report includes the attendance 
of only the Spring and Fall terms. It is impossible to give a 
full report of the Winter term and get the school report ready 
to be printed in the town book with other town reports as it 
ought to be. It has, therefore, been decided to have the re- 
port hereafter begin with the Winter term and include a com- 
plete year, or three full terms, ending with the close of the 
Fall term. 
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TEACHERS. 


The only change in teachers to be recorded duting the 
period covered by this report is the election of Miss Grace M. 
Spinney to the South School in place of Miss Conner, who re- 
signed during the summer vacation. 

The teachers have labored earnestly, and under existing 
conditions have secured good results, and merit the grateful 
consideration of the community, especially those who have 
labored so long in the town, for the faithfulness arid efficiency 
of their work, done under unfavorable and often trying 
circumstances. 


MUSIC. 


- The pupils received a good start in music under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Mealand. During the Fall term the regular 
teachers have continued the musical instruction as best they 
could, without the aid of a special instructor; and it is safe 
to say that the pupils’ interest 11 music has been sustained, 
and surely not all that was gained under the direction of a 
special teacher, has been lost. 

Special instruction in music and also in drawing should be 
provided as soon as the schools are in condition to receive it, 
without so much loss of time by the special instructor as must 
be the case while the schools are widely scattered. 


WORK OF THE SCHOOLS. 


In order that the public may have a better knowledge of 
what is being done, or at least attempted in the schools, I 
have given below a brief outline of the methods that are being 
used in teaching some of the more important subjects. 


HISTORY. 


The charge in the method of teaching history, explained in 
ity report in 1895, is proving an improvement over the former 
plan. The tollowing advantages may be fairly claimed for the 
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new method. Pupils learn more history and less text-book ; 
they study more for the thought, less for the words; they 
acquire a more comprehensive view of the subject, and read 
more understandingly. 


PENMANSHIP. ¥ 
This is to be said of the system of vertical penmanship in; 
troduced last fall. An expert penman can produce no such 


beautiful writing in the vertical, as he could in the slant hand. 
But pupils are not experts; those who could write beautifully 
under the slant system were rare, and few who could even 
write legibly. On the other hand, nearly all pupils readily 
write a good legible hand in the vertical system. This system, 
too, admits of a better position at the desk, and, I believe, of 
greater rapidity also. when fully mastered. 

To secure the best results, two things of the greatest im- 
portance should be insisted on, viz.: An upright, easy position 
should be constantly required until it becomes a habit, and the 
arm combined with the finger movement should be carefully and 
persistently taught. , 

This system thus taught will secure ease, rapidity and 
legibility —the three essentials of good writing. To acquire a 
good, permanent, practical hand-writing pupils should give as 
careful attention to the penmanship in all written work as 
when writing in the copy books. 


SPELLING. 


It has been claimed that the spelling in the schools now is 
not as good as it was a generationago. This has been refuted 
by comparing papers that came from schools in this, and other 
counties in Massachusetts twenty or thirty years ago, with 
papers taken from the same schools during the past few years. 
The comparison was found favorable to the present. It is 
quite possible, however, that the pupils of that time, in the 
‘* spelling match,’’ could have spelled down the pupils of the 
present. 
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The spelling in school then was for the most part oral ; now 
it is for the most part written. The one is as much a mistake 
as the other. To spell only ovally gives little opportunity to 
make any practical wzse of spelling, and the pupil’s ability to 
spell appears to a disadvantage in his written work. On the 
other hand, only wrztten spelling enables the pupil to make 
but little use of the sense of sound in learning to spell, and 
confines him almost wholly to the sense of sight; in other 
words, he is able to use but half his natural means of learning 
to spell, but he has a better practical use of what he has 
learned, and will appear to better advantage in his written 
work. In oral spelling the pupil’s own pronunciation greatly 
facilitates the use of his sense of sound, and making a slight 
pause after each syllable as he spells, gives him an important 
advantage, that he does not have in written spelling, and 
teaches him also to properly divide words into syllables. In 
a word, oral spelling teaches to spell; written spelling applies 
what is learned. Combine these methods and the best results 
may be secured. The lesson should first be spelled orally, 
then written. Perfect spelling lessons should always be re- 
quired, and any words missed in the recitation should be 
learned by the pupils missing them before studying the next 
lesson. Frequent oral reviews should be given in spelling 
matches, and all misspelled words should be learned by those 
missing them. 

. In all written work accurate spelling should be required, 
and constant reference to the dictionary should be taught. 


LANGUAGE. 


I am confident that improvement has beet made in this 
subject during the last few years, especially so in some schools. 
But much yet remains to be done in the way of better language 
teaching. We are far from bed-rock principles, far from the 
simple methods that lead to direct, definite results. 
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Writing and spelling are only means to the more important 
end of written expression. As the end is more important than 
the means, so is securing it more difficult. 

The instruction should be simple, direct, progressive. From 
the time the child enters school he should be taught to know 
and to make simple, complete, statements, taught to talk fully, 
_ freely, correctly in all of his oral work. Then he should be 
taught to write as he speaks— to ‘“‘talk with the pen.’’ 

Pupils need much practice in speaking and writing simple 
English, especially in writing it. Oral recitations furnish 
abundant practice in spoken language, if pupils are carefully 
corrected. Written language should be required through the 
whole school course, from simple statements in the first grade 
to accounts of whatever the child sees, learns or experiences 
as he advances to the upper grammar grades, and there, in 
addition to frequent written recitations, written tests, letters, 
compositions, and neat, accurate note-book work, pupils 
should be required to write all they can in ten-minute exer- 
cises every day on familiar subjects, giving careful attention 
to penmanship, spelling, punctuation and capitals, as well as to 
accuracy of expression. Teach to use the means of written 
expression to the ed of clearness and accuracy in simple 
statement. : 


READING. 


Children learn to read earlier under modern methods of in- 
struction than they did under the old system. They undoubt- 
edly read better also at the age of twelve or fourteen years 
than pupils did a generation ago, and there are fewer very 
poor readers now than then, But the best results are not yet 
secured. 

Teaching treading is something more than teaching to read, 
It is not enough that pupils read fluently, not enough even, 
that they learn to like and appreciate good literature. They 
should get inspiration and ennobling influence from it. 
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The tendency of modern methods is to have pupils read a 
reading, book through but once, to have the pupils of each 
grade read several books of the same number.in different se- 
ries, scarcely reading the same selection twice. In contrast 
to this the old plan had pupils read the same book so much 
that they could read as well looking out of the window as on 
the book, and there was scarcely any reference to authors. 

The old method had pupils read too few books, the modern 
method has them read too many. The latter is the ereater 
inistake. There is more danger that pupils read too many 
books that than they read a few books too much. 

For the drill reading, readers should be provided contain- 
ing the best selections in our language. These books pupils 
may profitably read through several times, and some of 
the selections should be read many times until the language 
is fixed in memory, and the spirit of the piece has made a last- 
ing impression. Pupils should be drilled to read some fine 
selections in concert until they can render them with good ex- 
pression. The language of these old pieces read over and 
over again at school will linger in memory in years to come, 
and their spirit and beauty will remain with a lasting and en- 
nobling influence. Thus may the grandest and best in prose 
and poetry make indelible impression, and become a part of 
the woof and fibre of youth. 

The reading, however, should not be confined to one book, 
as under the old regime. Suitable supplementary reading 
should be supplied and pupils should be led to a liberal and 
intelligent use of the public library. 

Children should also be taught to know the author of every- 
thing they read—not simply the author’s name, but something 
of his life, especially his childhood and youth. 

The aim should be that children read some of the best 
things thoroughly, that they read widely, understandingly, 


appreciatively, and that what they read exert an influence in ~ 


moulding character. 
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ARITHMETIC. 

Whether arithmetic is taught better now than formerly is a 
question that admits of some doubt. In the first few years 
numbers probably are, but numbers are not arithmetic. There 
is too much written drill in fundamental operations; too little 
drill in rapid combination; too much mechanical, too little 
mental work ; too little abstract reasoning an analysis. Pupils 
often do not know whether to multiply or divide, because they 
have not been taught abstract reasoning. They are taught 
how rather than why, and they try to remember the method 
instead of reasoning out the process. Arithmetic is a matter 
of reason not of memory, and pupzls should be taught to reason 
by analysis. ‘They should use books with answers to the prob- 
lems at least, so that they may know whether they get the 
right result, and if not, review their word for mistakes or 
reason the problem through again, to see whether the wrong 
method has been used. There is no danger in using answers 
The test of the pupils’ work is not in his answer to the prob- 
lem but in his explanation of the process. The answer is for 
his benefit rather than the teacher’s, why deprive him of it ? 

There should be much mental work, drill in rapid combi- 
nation, and, above all, careful analytical explanation Should 
be required at the board through all the grades. 

Space will not permit consideration of all the subjects 
taught, nor a very full consideration of those mentioned. I 
have endeavored to outline briefly how some of the more im- 
portant should be taught, and earnest efforts are being made 
to teach them in our schools along the lines here indicated, 
with the hope that better results will be secured. 


CHANGE IN’ THE SCHOOL?SVSTEM. 


The prospect of better school accommodations calls for a 
word of comment in this report. 

Let it be understood, however, that this report takes sides 
with no faction, but speaks solely in the interest of the schools, 
and of de¢ter schools. 
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The new building will enable all the schools to be placed in — 


three rooms, with three grades in each room. By this plan, 
inore pupils can be better taught, at less expense, than under 
present conditions. The history of Bedford schools proves the 
truth of this statement. The school population of that town, 
according to the enumeration, has increased during the past 
ten years, from 121 to 206, or 70 per cent. The amount ap- 
propriated for schools has increased du1ing the same period 
from $2,750 to $4,100, or less than 50 per cent. And the 
schools there are certainly better, and in better condition in 
every way now, than they were ten years ago. Within the 
time mentioned Bedford has done precisely what Burlington is 
doing—consolidated its schools. This same plan applied to 
Burlington will prove equally economical and advantageous. 

Doubtless objection is not made to the proposed plan, but 
to the expense of constructing the plant to carry the plan into 
execution. The cost incurred in erecting a building may 
'seem considerable, and, indeed, may be more than was at first 
anticipated. Bedford’s building is no larger, I believe, no bet- 
ter, than Burlington's will be when completed. It cost over 
$13,000. Burlington’s building will not cost more than two- 
thirds of that amount. 

But the burden of this expense may be made so light, by 
carrying the payment along in low interest bearing bonds, ma- 
turing annually over a period of twenty years, that it will not 
bear heavily, and at the end of that time, ali, however they 
iuay view the matter now, will look back then upon these bet- 
ter privileges provided for the pupils, with feelings of pride 
and pleasure, rather than regret. 

Fifty children were once demanded as hostages from the 
Spartans. They offered one hundred distinguished men 
instead, deeming fifty children of more value than a hundred 
honored men. The wisdom of this act has been commended. 
As has been wisely said, ‘‘ the children are of greater moment 
to a State than its adults.’’ The children of Burlington are 
of more value than all its money or its men. The future with 
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boundless possibilities for good or ill, is in their hands. The 
training they receive—the kind of schools we maintain—will 
determine largely what that future shall be. 

The French Commission, reporting on its investigation of 
American schools in 1876, said: ‘‘ The eagerness of the 
Americans to support and improve schools is a calculation, 
aud a sound one; enormous advances are made, but it is 
known that they will be returned a hundred fold.’’ ‘This is 
true ; those whose pocket books support the schools, whether 
they have children in them or not, can make no better invest- 
ment, viewed from a standpoint of dollars and cents, than the 
wise expenditure of money in public educational improvement. 
The value of real estate in a town is in accordance with the 
town’s attractiveness as a place of residence; and nothing 
renders a town more desirable as a place in which to make a 
home than that intelligence, culture, refinement, and resulting 
good society, that is the ultimate outgrowth of good schools. 

It takes time for money invested in mind to yield its income, 
but the return is sure. Twenty years hence all difference of 
opinion and doubt of the expediency of the present expendi- 
ture will disappear in the resulting improvement to place and 
people, and ‘‘all good people will say that it was done too late, 
rather than ariyone too soon.”’ 


CONCLUSION. 


Before closing this report, I wish to express my appreciation 
of the Committee’s careful and business-like administration of 
school affairs during the year. I desire also to thank teachers, 
committee and community, for the consideration and courtesy 
that I have received from all with whom I have had to do in 
directing the work in Burlington Schools.

For a detailed account of the work of the schools, the en- 
rolment and attendance of pupils, we refer you to the accom- 
panying report of the Superintendent of schools, which we 
recommend to the careful perusal and consideration of those 
interested in our public schools. 

June 17, 1898, the schools of the town closed the Spring 
term with appropriate exercises pertaining to bidding farewell 
to the old district school system, for our new graded school 
building was ready for occupancy upon the opening of the 
Fall term, Sept. 6th. 

At the close of the Spring term, Miss Lizzie L. McIntire of 
the West and Miss Cora McIntire of the East, resigned their 
positions as teachers after many years of faithful service in 
our schools, which was much to the regret of parents and 
pupils. 

The Fall term opened Sept. 6th in our new school building 
with a new corps of teachers, as follows :— 

Miss Nellie EH. Cooledge, grammar; Miss Beatrice B .Mc- 
Glauflin, intermediate ; Miss Nellie F. Sweetman, primary. 
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MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


The Committee,think,now that the schools are consolidated, 
that it is feasible to have special instruction in music and 
drawing at no great cost to the town, and we would recom- 
mend, that the coming year, money be appropriated, so that 
our children can enjoy equal advantages in music and draw- 
ing with the schools of our neighboring towns. 


VISITS. 


We are glad to see the improvement in the number of visits, 
on the part of the mothers of pupils, that is right, but let the 
fathers not forget that they have a duty to perform in relation 
to our public schools. 

Professor Bok says, ‘‘ That existing methods of educating 
the young fall short of the ideal there is scarcely any question. 
The most prominent educators of the land admit this fact. 
Every effort is undoubtedly made to better prevailing sys- 
tems. But the fight is single-handed. As teachers and edu- 
cators say, ‘we are alone; parents give us no assistance. 
They do not even give us the benefit of ordinary interest.’ 
And this is true—lamentably true. Parents are all too lax 
about the methods pursued in educating their children. In 
hundreds of cases they do not even know what the methods 
are. They know nothing about them. ‘There is no co-oper- 
ation of the parent with the teacher. However much we may 
be able to improve modern methods of education, the best re- 
sults to our children cannot be reached until parent and 
teacher shall come into closer relations than they are at pre- 
sent.’’ 
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In Memoriam. 


Mr. George E. Goodwin died January 6, 1899, suddenly 
after a few days illness. He was born in Bedford, Mass., 
but had been a resident of this Town for many years. He 
served as Janitor of our New Graded School building since its 
occupancy.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee of Burlington : 


Gentlemen :— 


The ninth report of the Superintendent of Schools is here- 
with respectfully submitted. 

It is now nine years since supervision by a Superintendent 
of Schools has been made a part of the school system of this 
town, and it may be well to glance back and note briefly the 
changes in the schools during this time. 

The number of school children has varied but slightly. 
According to the school census of 1890, the number of children 
in town between five and fifteen years of age was 98. The 
census of last May gave the number as 94. 

The cost of the schools according to the Town Report for 
1890, if the entire cost of the schools be included, was 
$1804.54. As given in the School Committee’s re- 

port it was $1,482 43 

but to this should be added the following items 

as will be found by referring to the detailed 

financial report of the Town Treasurer for that 

year’: 


Books and Supplies, 144 63 
Repairs, 42 88 
School Committee, 27 00 
Census, 5 00 
Superintendent, 102 60 


Total, $1,804 54 
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The amount expended the past year is $2,069 go. 

The methods of instruction have been materially modified . 
—as much as they well could be while the schools remained 
mixed. Music and drawing have been introduced and taught 
most of the time; drawing by the regular teachers, music by 
the regular teachers during all the time except one year, when 
a special teacher was employed in that subject, to the great 
advantage and profit of the pupils. 

The study of United States history has been introduced into 
the lower classes, and instruction in it has been broadened and 
much improved ; more language work has been done, especially 
in written language; better text books have been adopted ; 
vertical writing has been successfully introduced, and a degree 
of improvement in all lines of work is apparent. 

But by far the most important change in our school system 
has been made during the past year—a change that marks an 
epoch in the history of Burlington schools, viz.: their consolli- 
dation and consequent grading. 

Burlington is not among the first towns of Massachusetts to 
make this change. It has been made here after its thorough 
trial and proved value elsewhere. The first report by the 
State of money expended for transportation of school children 
was made in 1889. ‘The amount reported expended for that 
purpose the previous year was $22,118.38. This year’s State 
report gives the amount expended for the same purpose as 
$123,033.4I—an increase of more than five fold in the ten 
years since consolidation of the schools in small towns really 
began. Secretary Hill, in his last annual report, commenting 
on this enormous increase says, ‘‘ this increase means a gain 
in the policy of consolidating schools, and increasing their 
efficiency. It means usually, better buildings, better equip- 
ment, better teachers and better work.’’ 

Thus, in consolidating its schools, Burlington has taken ac- 
tion in the direction of the popular trend, and placed itself in 
line with the best educational thought of the times. 
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GRADING THE SCHOOLS. 


Our schools are now arranged in nine grades, or years, of 
school work, with three grades ina room. ‘This makes three 
schools—primary, intermediate and grammar. ‘The average 
number of pupils for éach school would be about 30, if all 
Burlington pupils were in Burlington schools. Why they are 
not is shown elsewhere in this report. 

In the ninth grade Latin,algebra, book-keeping and literature 
are taught, and the work inarithmeticand grammar is extend- 
ed beyond what has previously been done. The object is to 
furnish to pupils, who donot go beyond the instruction given 
in Burlington schools, the best possible education consistent 
with existing conditions, and at the same time to properly 
prepare pupils for the High School. Pupils passing from the 
upper grades for a few years, however, will be more or less 
deficient in many respects, owing to the lack of better early 
advantages. Under past conditions teachers had to teach so 
many subjects, and conduct so many daily exercises that the 
thoroughness and careful training, essential to definite knowl- 
edge, and neat, accurate work were not possible. ‘These de- 
fects should be greatly lessened under our present school 
system. 

The grading of the schools has necessarily been imperfect. 
owing to the different attainments of pupils in their studies. 
Some for example being further advanced in arithmetic than 
in grammar, while with others the reverse was true. Pupils 
in some instances have been placed in grades for which 
they were not wholly qualified and may be changed. Some 
for this reason may not receive promotion at the end of the 
year. When the schools open next Fall, however, pupils 
will have reached a greater uniformity in their attainments 
and can be better adjusted to the work required. 


THE NEW BUILDING, 


The first term in the new building has been successful, 
especially so considering the difficulties to be encountered in 
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making so radical a change in the whole school system. The 
following are some of these difficulties: arranging pupils of 
diverse training and different attainments into distinct and 
proper grades; lack of conveyance for pupils remote from the 
school, thus causing irritation in some quarters and hinder- 
ing attendance ; adjusting pupils to new conditions and new 
surroundings ; and all this with a wholly new corps of teachers 
unacquainted with past work of the schools, or of their future 
requirements. Some complaints have been heard, but when 
their cause has been investigated they have been found for 
the most part to be without foundation. 

Pupils and teachers have enjoyed the advantages of a build- 
ing well lighted, well heated, well ventilated, commodious, 
comfortable, convenient, and in every way an enormous im- 
provement over the school accommodations of the past. 


ATTENDANCE. 


Your attention is directed to the following statistics : 
Number of children enumerated in town between 5 and 15 


years of age, May 1, 1898, 94. 
Number at the same time between 8 and 14, 44. 
Number of pupils enrolled in the schools in town, 88.

Per cent. of attendance based on average mem- 

bership, 88.38. 


These figures vary but little from those of last year. 

The attendance for the fall term, since the schools have 
occupied the new building, was the best of any term during 
the year, notwithstanding many children had to walk an in- 
creased distance to school. It was 91.37 per cent. in the fall 
term as compared with 87.87 per cent. for the spring term, 
and 86.19 per cent. for the winterterm. That is, the average 
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attendance during the portion of the year the schools were in 
the new building was more than 4 per cent. higher than for 
the rest of the year while the pupils attended school in the 
old schoolhouses. The children feel that they are fully com- 
pensated for the greater effort in getting to school by the bet- 
ter accommodations and improved privileges when they reach 
there.

The law of compulsory school attendance has been complied 
with except in two cases. One of these became seven years 
of age during the Fall term and thus came within the present 
compulsory school age limit. Both are small children, living a 
long distance from the schcol, and, in the absence of any pub- 
lic conveyance, may justly be excused from attending school, 
and certainly so if their parents are unable to convey them. 

The town should provide some means of conveyance for pu- 
pils living remote from the school. It isa hardship, and often 
unsafe for very young children to walk a mile and a half or 
more to school, and for older ones, as well, in stormy weather. 

Your attention is directed to recent changes in the school 
attendance laws. 

Section 12, Chapter 496, Acts of 1898. ‘‘Every child be- 
tween seven and fourteen years of age shall attend some public 
day school in the town or city in which he resides during the 
entire time the public day schools are in session: . . . provided 
that the superintendent of schools, or . . . teachers acting 
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under authority of said superintendent of schools . . . may 
excuse cases of necessary absence.”’ 

The law permits pupils to attend school in another town. 

Section 34 of the same chapter. The truant officers of 
towns and cities shall inquire into all cases arising under sec- 
tions eleven, twelve, twenty-four to twenty-six inclusive, and 
thirty-one of this act, and may make complaints, serve legal 
processes, and carry into execution judgments thereunder .. . 
A truant officer of any town or city may apprehend and take 
to school without a warrant, any truant or absentee found 
wandering about in the streets or public places thereof. 


SCHOOL EQUIPMENT. 


A full set of maps mounted on spring rollers, have been 
provided for the schools at a cost of $22 50. With the schools 
in one building, one set of maps is sufficient for them all. 
Under the old regime four sets would have been necessary for 
equal convenience and costing $90.00 The same is 
true of all permanent appliances and books of reference. ‘' The 
schools can now be supplied with all such needed means of 
instruction at one-fourth the cost that would have been re- 
quired under the old system. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


A special teacher could profitably be employed ‘in ‘each of 
these subjects. The regular teachers have neither the time 
nor the qualifications for teaching them efficiently: Under 
the present arrangement of our schools ‘a ‘special teacher in 
both of these ‘subjects may be-employed at no greater cost‘than 
was required in one of them when the schools were‘ scattered 
over the town. 


TEACHERS. 


It is fitting that a word should ‘be said’in this report regard- 
ing the Misses McIntire. Miss Cora taught continuously for 
eight years in the East school, and Miss Lizzie for’a longer 


time in the West school. In preparing for their work these 
young ladies availed themselves of all the school advantages 
provided by their own town, and supplimented this with a 
course in the Woburn High School. 

While engaged in teaching they did much to improve them- 
selves as teachers. They attended teachers’ meetings, con- 
ventions, and institutes; visited schools in other towns and 
cities, read educational papers, and kept pace with the march 
of educational progress. ‘They were faithful in the discharge 
of all their duties, and are deserving of high approbation for 
their long and successful services in Burlington schools. 

The teachers employed in the new building are :—Miss 
Coolidge in the grammar, Miss McGlauflin in the interme- 
diate and Miss Sweetnam in the primary. All are earnest, 
teachers, well qualified for their profession and are doing suc- 
cessful work and securing creditable results. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


A course of study is being prepared outlining definitely the 
work to be done in all subjects in each grade. It will be uni- 
form for all the towns in this district and will correspond as 
nearly, as is in our means to carry into effect to the work 
outlined in the best schools in the State. 


COST OF THE SCHOOLS. 


As elsewhere appears in this report, the cost of the schools 
will probably not vary greatly under consolidation from what 
they cost under the former system. But whether they cost 
now more or less than formerly, there will now be less waste 
of time and energy by both teachers and pupils; there will be 
greater efficiency in the instruction, better equipment, better 
accommodations, better educational advancement, and on the 
whole, therefore, a larger return for the money expended, and 
this, of course, is true economy. 

Furthermore, the number of pupils now in our schools may 
increase to twice the present number, with very little increase 
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in the expense; while with the schools in the old school- 
houses a very considerable increase in the number of pupils, 
or even a slight one in some parts of the town would have ne- 
cessitated additional school rooms and a correspondingly 
larger expense. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. That the town provide means of conveyance for pupils 
living remote from the school. 

2. ‘That special instruction be furnished in music and 
drawing. Given these, and the harmonious cooperation of 
the community, and, under our present system, Burlington 
schools may reach a high degree of efficiency and excellence, 
and furnish a mental and moral training which will, bear 
abundant fruit in the enobling spirit and higher attainments 
of those who shall attend them.

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Report of the School Committee. 


To the Citizens of Burlington - 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the Common- 
wealth, the School Committee respectfully submit their 
annual report. 

In the Town warrant for the annual meeting held March 
13 and 20, 1899, under Article 28 the Town voted to trans- 
port the scholars. 

April 8, your committee posted notices asking for bids from 
the citizens to transport from any part of the Town. We did 
not get one bid. 

In August your committee, after considerable trave! and 
urging, managed to get four bids for two different routes. 
After deliberation we hired Mr. Frank Barnaby to transport 
the children of the west and south parts of the Town for $10 
a week, and Mr. Charles H. Foster to go to the north school- 
house for the children in that part of the Town for $4 a week. 

The average attendance was 3.84 per cent. better in the 
Fall than in the Spring term, and 9.825 per cent. better than 
in the Winter term. 

Under Article 39, while the Town did not vote to unite . 
with the City of Woburn in hiring a Superintendent, the 
Town did vote to leave it with the School Coniniittee to unite 
with Woburn if we could. 

Your committee could not make any arrangement to have 
the Woburn Superintendent visit our schools as his time was 
fully occupied. 

There appears to be an opportunity at the present time to 
unite with neighboring towns and forming a district for the 
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purpose of hiring a Superintendent of Schools, and we think 
the parents should think of this carefully, as it is something 
we ouyht to get a great deal of good from ata small cost to 
the Town. 


Bedford, Wilmington, Lincoln and Burlington are to have 
an Article in their Town Warrant in favor of forming a dis- 
trict. We think your committee ought to have full power to 
unite with neighboring towns for the purpose of hiring a Su- 
perintendent of Schools if they could do so advantageously. 


At the close of the Winter term, Miss Nellie EK. Cooledge, 
resigned as teacher in the Grammar School, and, upon the 
recommendation of Superintendent McKenney, your commit- 
tee engaged Miss Grace A. McKeever for the position. 


After the Spring term closed your committee decided to 
dispense with one teacher, making two schools instead of 
three, having four gradesin the Primary, and five in the 
Grammar School, retaining Miss McKeever for teacher in the 
Grammar and Miss Sweetnam in the Primary School. 


Those who have visited the schools have, no doubt, seen 
that while the scholars in the Primary grades show the effect 
of graded work under one teacher, those in the Grammar 
grades show the lack of the first years training which is so 
important for the foundation of their education. 


Your committee decided to change the school year from 
three terms to two terms, making a school-year of 38 weeks 
from the first Tuesday in September to the last Friday in 
June, exclusive of vacation, as the State requires the returns 
after this Spring to be made up to the end of the school-year 
in June. 


Also as there are so few scholars to enter at any one time 
to confine the time of entrance for beginners to the beginning 
of the school-year in September, believing it to be better, 
both for the beginner and for the School. If they are allowed 
to enter at any time there will be a lot of classes with two or 
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three pupils in a class which would be no better than the dis- 
trict school system which we have just left. 

September 1, Mr. Walter A. Hanson resigned from the 
board, and Santeriher 29, Mr.Fred F. ‘Walker was chosen to 
fill the vacancy. 

There will have to be some repairs during the summer va- 
cation. The floor inthe basement will have to be cemented 
again and we recommend that the furnaces be partitioned of 
from the rest of the basement, and the remainder divided into 
two rooms. Hstimates for which will be presented to you at | 
the annual meetiug.

Report of the School Committee. 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the Common- 
wealth, the School Committee respectfully submit their an- 
nual report. , | 

At a. town meeting held March 14, in accordadce with 
Article 6, F. M, Chute was elected as a member of the School 
Committee, the School Board then being composed of F. 
M. Chute, H. H, Nichols'and F. C. Marion. At the same 
meeting, in accordance with Article 9, the town voted to unite 
with the towns of Bedford, Wilmington and Lincoln for the 
purpose of hiring a District Superintendent. 

Under Article 7, the town voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,203 and the unexpended balance of last year’s 
appropriation, together with the money received from the 
County for dog license, for the support of schools. 

Under Article 11, the town voted to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $400 to make the repairs recommended by 
the Committee. 

Under Article 8, the town voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $440 and the unexpended balance from last year 
for transportation 

There have been, during the year, several changes on 
the School Board. On March 19, Mr. Marion sent in his 
resignation, which was accepted. On April 6, David E. Bar- 
num was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Considering the fact that the children of Burlington must 
go to Woburn to finish their education, the Committee 
thought it advisable to procure the ‘‘Course of Study’’ pre- 
scribed for the Woburn schools. 
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On May 19, the Committee met the joint committee at 
Bedford, and elected W. N. Cragin as Superintendent of 
Schools. The Committee also decided to made a change of 
teachers, and accordingly.engaged Miss Adelia J. Webber as 
Principal, and Miss Grace B. Keir as primary teacher. 

On July 9, Mr. H. H. Nichols tendered his resignation, 
which was accepted. July 28, Mr. James Pattison was elect- 
ed to fill the vacancy. 

During the summer vacation the Committee made several 
much needed changes in the basement, and expended the 
sum of $314.37 from the appropriation therefors | 

On November 20, it was thought expedient to close the 
school for two weeks, two cases of diptheria having been re- 
ported in town. In accordance with the statutes of the Board 
of Health, the house was thoroughly disinfected before school 
commenced. ~ 

There are a few suggestions the’ Committee would make. 
The condition of the fences on the south and east side of the 
schoolhouse lot is far from being satisfactory. The Com- 
mittee would suggest that a tight board fence be built so as 
to keep cattle off the school grounds, and also prevent the 
children from interfering with the crops of the abutters. 
They would also mention the very unsatisfactory condition of 
the grading around the foundation of the school building. 
Owing to the fact that the work was improperly done when 
the building was erected, the foundation in many places is 
not covered below the mortar line, which, if left, will allow 
the frost to spoil the wall. 

They would also mention the condition of the dry wells 
in the rear of the building, which were so constructed, that 
after each shower, the'water from the conductors filters through 
into the basement. . |

- Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee : 
Gentlemen :— 


I herewith submit my first report as Superintendent of the 
Schools of Burlington. . 

The school problem is the same in this community that 
it is in every other—to provide schools which shall thoroughly 
instruct the pupils in the various branches in which the State 
requires that instruction shall be given, and such other 
branches as the School Committee may choose to prescribe ; 
which shall train the pupils in habits of industry, applica- 
tion, obedience, courtesy, honesty, truthfulness and all other 
virtues which contribute to the making of good citizens, good 
men and women; which shall provide a good preparation for 
the common duties of life or for the work of the high school 
if they elect to pursue their education beyond our grammar 
grades ; which shall return to the town a fair equivalent for 
the expense incurred in their support. 
| The only serious difficulty that we have to contend with 
is in the matter of grading. The number of pupils in town is 
so small that it is not profitable to maintain more than two 
schools; and as nine years’ work must be done in those two 
schools, it necessitates four classes in one room and _ five in 
the other. ‘That this large number of classes increases the 
difficulty of teaching must be admitted. The more classes 
there are to hear, the shorter the time that can be devoted to 
each class. The present arrangement of classes can not very 
well be changed, but with competent teachers in the schools, 
and by economizing in time wherever and whenever it is pos- 
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sible to’do so, I believe that we can successfully meet the 
difficulty occasioned by our many classes and do our work 
satisfactory. 

At the beginning of the present school year it was found 
that the work of the schools did not correspond to the work 
outlined in the course of study that was in use but was from - 
one to two years behind it. We have been endeavoring to 
close up this gap and make our work conform to the require- 
ments of our course. By the close of the year, I think we 
shall have brought our schools nearly up to grade, for they 
are now making excellent progress in that direction. Indeed 
both school are in excellent condition, both as regards dis- 
cipline and instruction. The discipline of these schools would 
not ordinarily prove troublesome to any good teacher, but the 
instruction, for some time to come, will require the services 
of particularly skillful teachers. 

As a considerable number of the pupils enter the Woburn 
High School, it seems advisable that we follow the Woburn 
course of study, a course which is more exacting than that of 
most cities. I believe that we can meet its requirements ac- 
ceptably, and give to the pupils of this town as good educa- 
tional advantages as are obtainab'e in the towns around us. 
Perhaps, though, I should make one exception to that state- 
ment. Years of experience in many communities have proved 
conclusively that the best work in the subjects of music and 
drawing can not be done until those subjects are placed in 
charge of special teachers, and while we shall do the best 
that we can with these important subjects, it would be folly 
to claim that we can secure the same results that are obtained 
in other communities where special teachers are employed. 
I should be very glad if some way might open to secure such 
special teaching for the pupils of Burlington, but until it does 
we shall do the best that we can with the means at our dis- 
posal, striving to make the schools serviceable in the highest 
degree to the pupils, and creditable to the community. 

It is only’ by doing good, honest work with the pupils’ 
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interest at heart, that we can hope to win and retain the con- 
fidence of the public. The work of the schools will be planned 
and conducted solely in the interest of the pupils, and it will 
be our aim not only to give them the best educational advan- 
tages that the means at our disposal will warrant, but to see 
that they make good use of the advantages which are offered | 
them. 

The pupils have made gratifying progress during the 
year. There has been a noticeable gain in the diligence and 
attention of the pupils and a steady improvement in the prompt- 
ness and quality of their recitations. In the work of making 
these schools thoroughly efficient, teachers, parents and 
school officials should be alike interested, and I urge that 
parents should visit the schools frequently and see for them- 
selves the work that is being done. If it meets their approv- 
al, the expression of that approval is always helpful to a 
teacher ; if it does not, a candid criticism that 1s based upon 
personal observation and courteously expressed, is equally 
helpful, and is always courteously entertained by a right- 
minded teacher or school official. We are all ostensibly 
working for the good of the school. Let us, as far as possi- 
ble, work together. 

The usual statistics are appended. The attendance ta- 
bles are made up for the year ending in June, 1900 (instead 
of December, as heretofore), in order that they may be un1- 

form with those of other towns in the State.
